It is time that thinking Ne- 
groes who are concerned about 
the. progress.of- the race rather 
than the progress of individuals 
should ask the NAACP to stick to 
the phase of race pleading for 
which-it-has recognition and cease 
muddying the water by attempt- 
‘ing to direct the overall strategy 
for the Negro group. If this is 
done there-are plenty of other 
organizations and local -groups 
that can wisely follow up the far 
reaching decisions which the 
NAACP secures and develop them 
under, such advance and advan- 
tages possible in a given situation. 


This will both immediately and 
in the long run prove better than 
a- militant stalemate. which -gets 
nothing for the Negro and leaves 
erystalized determined attitudes 
that the future shall be equally 
as unproductive of favorable re- 
sults. <

In ‘calling upon the Navy De- 
partment to remove the restric- 
tions which operate against Neg- 
roes ‘in the naval. service; Mr. 
Wendell Willkie has given a’ fine 
example of forthright leadership, 
Granted that the whole problem 
of the Negro’s position in the arm- 
ed forces is immensely compli- 
cated; that the practice of segre- 
gation, with all its ugly implica- 
tions, which runs through this 
problem, is too faithful a, dupli- 
cation of deep-rooted: practices in 
civilian life to be eradicated by 
executive order or act of Cong- 
ress; that the Navy and its related 
Services, the Coast Guard and the 
Marine Corps, offer peculiar diffi- 
culties’ in this ‘respect—neverthe- 
less; a solution can never bé ach- 
ieved if it is simply‘assumed that 
no solution is possible. A begin- 
ning must be made. somewhere’
